Glaucoma can afflict a per- 
son with no apparent symp- 
toms 


If neglected, glaucoma defi- 
nitely causes blindness. 

And it is the cause of 30 per 
cent of all blindness in adults. 

Those three simple sta 
tistics, compiled by the Cali- 
fornia Society for the Preven- 
tion of Blindness, have moved 
the Upland Lions Club, be- 
cause of the disease’s tragic 
pot al to take glaucoma 
preveation steps in Upland 

The club has arranged a 
Glaucoma Detection Program, 
in conjunction with the CSPB 
and local ophthalmologists 
(medical eye physicians), to 
detect and correct any giau- 
coma infiictions in area resi- 
dents 

Individuals may be checked 
tree for glaucoma symptoms 
from 3 p.m, to 7 p.m.
